For the benefit of our city readers and 
the thousands of guests who will.be in the 
city to-day to do horor to the visit of his 
jocund majesty, we herewith preseut the 
proclamation of Hijim, the Lord Cham ber- 
iain, designating the pe preg of the day, 
and we can say that it will be followed out 
to the letter. Ladies and children should 
secure their p‘aces along ths route at an 
early hour, a3 the pageant will be worthy 
their close attention. 

EDICT XII. 

His most jovial majesty is herein pleased 
to promulgate the following as final order 
for the guidarce of his followers on Janu-

Up Hunter street to Pryor turning to the 
right, following Pryor street, until the 
junction cf Peachtree is reached; turning to 
the left avd marehing down to Marietta 
street, thence. to Broad, crossing the bridge, 
continuiig along Broad to Hunter from 
Hunter into Whiteha!l, thence continuing 
to Peters street, marching  - Peters to}For- 
syth, from Forsyth into Mitchell, along 
Mitchell into Whitehall, and down that 
street to Alabama, thence into Loyd cn the 
left, and reaching Decatur proceed up that 
street into Marietta, turning to the right 
into Walton street, thenceinto Peachtree 

pn, turning to the right into Marietta and 
be dismissed at the Opera house. 

6. Unseemly noises such as fir'ng guns, 
pistols and fire crackers, are especially for- 
bid. The blowing of tin horns so grates 
upon his majesty’s nerves, that no less than 
ten thousand small boys were recently 
slain, and their bleached hones now lie on 
the steppes cf Russia as a sclemn warning 
that this will not be tolerated. 

7. His majisty being fond of merry mak- 
ing and joliity, further commands thet 
after the parade, and indeed before the 
royalassemblage, any and all devices of in- 
nocent amusement are allowed, and the 
young and old are particularly required to 
turn loose the grand canals of fun. 

8, His majesty hears with pleasure of the 
preparations made for his coming, and ia 
his last message recommends a general re- 
laxation for everyone.
